The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1 : In part (e), after "50 carbon atoms" add - wherein, for every 1 00 parts 
by weight saturated aliphatic polyester urethane acrylate, the amount of said 
(cyclo)aliphatic (meth)acrylate is from 0.1 to 15 parts by weight--. In part (f), line 1 after 
"a peroxide initiator" delete ", wherein... from 0.1 to 15 by weight" (lines 1-3). Part (f) as 
amended should read -optionally, a peroxide initiator.--. 

Claim 10: In part (a), after "a mold cavity in which" replace "a molded substrate" 
with -the molded, fiber-reinforced plastic substrate-. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
arguments presented in the remarks filed 01/03/201 1 are persuasive. A primary reason 
why it is found novel and non-obvious to coat a substrate as claimed is that the prior art 
(McBain and Kia of record) does not teach or suggest a coating with the composition 
claimed, particularly with respect to the instantly claimed weight percent of 
(cyclo)aliphatic (meth)acrylate. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
